Report on the Financial Statements. We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the

Although it is not required to be part of the basic 
financial statements, accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America requires it 
along with the budgetary and pension information presented in the section marked Required 
Supplementary Information to be presented to supplement the basic financial statements. Such 
information, although not a part of the basic financial statements, is required by Governmental 
Accounting Standards Board who considers it to be an essential part of financial reporting for placing the 
basic financial statements in an appropriate operational, economic, or historical context. 
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We have applied certain limited procedures to the required supplementary information in accordance 
with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, which consisted of inquires 
of management about the methods of preparing the information and comparing the information for 
consistency with management’s responses to our inquiries, the basic financial statements, and other 
knowledge we obtained during our audit of the basic financial statements. We do not express an opinion 
or provide any assurance on the information because the limited procedures do not provide us with 
sufficient evidence to express an opinion or provide any assurance. 


Report on Combining and Individual Fund Statements and Schedules. Our audit was performed for 
the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise the Town of 
Goshen, New Hampshire’s basic financial statements. The accompanying schedules listed in the table of 
contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the basic financial 
statements. Such information is the responsibility of management and was derived from and relates 
directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the basic financial statements. The 
information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial 
statements and certain additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling such information 
directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the basic financial statements or to 
the financial statements themselves, and other additional procedures in accordance with auditing standards 
generally accepted in the United States of America. In our opinion, the information is fairly presented in 
all material respects in relation to the basic financial statements taken as a whole.

Gunnison Lake 

n the spring of 2017, as usual, we 

worked around the Ruth LeClair Trail 

that circles the lake. We clear out 
branches and trees that have fallen, clear up 
any lingering trash and weed-wack the en- 
croaching bushes. There are many “trail an- 
gels” who help keep the trail in good shape all 
summer. Some folks work very hard without 
ever asking for recognition. We are very 
grateful. Please help them by picking up 
trash. 

Ron Kempton painted the gates and the 
big sign post at the road entrance. The refur- 
bished gates look cheerful and well-kept. Big 
improvement. Thanks Ron. 

Huge rains caused the height of the lake 
to rise abruptly in the fall this year. The dam 
was just fine. If you are interested in watch- 
ing the water level, you can get great reports 
here:

We are in the southern portion of the 
map, so click on the off-white portion of the 
bottom of the statewide map and then, when 
you get the southern map, click on the green 
dot for Gunnison. 


Loons 

We and folks in the Rand Pond Associa- 
tion participated in the NH Loon Preserva- 
tion Committee’s loon count in mid July. 
This is meant to be a snap shot count of loons 
all over the state. At that moment there were 
no loons on Gunnison Lake, one adult loon 
on Rand Pond, and a nesting pair on Butter- 
field Pond at the entrance to Pillsbury State 
Park. We suspect that we share the same 
loons between the park and our lakes. The 
nesting pair in the park had one nest failure 
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due to high water, tried again and hatched 
two chicks, lost one, and were still raising that 
late chick when I last visited in early Septem- 
ber. Hope it made it! Remember to stay way 
away from loons and especially from loon 
nests. 

At Gunnison Lake we keep trying to redi- 
rect the trail away from the shore, especially 
on the east side of the lake. You may know 
that loons cannot walk on land, so need a 
marshy spot where they can just scoot out of 
the water to nest. The marshy area on the 
east side is probably the only suitable loon 
nesting area on the lake, so it would be great 
if we could stay away from the bank in that 
area. 

Please also be sure NOT to use lead 
tackle at the lake. Lead tackle was responsi- 
ble for 44% of known loon deaths in New 
Hampshire from 1989 to 2015 (Loon Preser- 
vation Committee website). We don’t have 
many loons in New Hampshire and they re- 
produce very slowly, so this is a big deal. 
Loons are a symbol of wildness, an important 
part of our NH identity. Let’s not lose them. 


Water Quality 

We continued to participate in the State’s 
Volunteer River Assessment Program in 2017. 
Two of us sample the water at four points in 
the South Branch Sugar River watershed 
throughout the summer. This is part of a 
state-wide monitoring program. Our results 
are available here:

The State monitors the town beach on 
Rand Pond for bacterial problems. Since 
sampling started in 2003, there has only once 
been a problem.

The 2017 results are not pub- 
lished yet. The 2016 report says the pond 
conditions are good, and “Keep up the great 
work!” These reports are really well done and 
worth a look. 


South Branch Sugar River Bank 
Revegetation 

The river that flows through downtown 
Goshen is the South Branch Sugar River. The 
river is always eating away at its bank. This is 
particularly a problem behind the fire station 
where it has gouged a short section of cut 
bank. I consulted with hydrologists at the 
state Dept. of Environmental Services, and 
state Dept, of Transportation, and finally with 
a fluvial geomorphologist who owns a hy- 
draulic analysis company and was nice 
enough to give me lots of free advice. All 
agreed that the most cost-effective approach 
is to get those banks revegetated ASAP. We 
have been mowing right up the stream, caus- 
ing quickly increased erosion. Spreading 
roots of bushes hold the banks in place and 
the vegetation itself slows down out-of- 
stream flow when the river rises. Overhang- 
ing trees and bushes also lower the water 
temperature. We partnered with The Con- 
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necticut River Conservancy, who helped find 
shrubs, bought them for us and gave us plant- 
ing advice. We have made progress, but need 
to do more. There are more expensive ap- 
proaches involving carefully engineered rock 
jetties, but until we hit the jackpot with a 
grant, or win a lottery, the bushes are our best 
hope. Note there is nothing we can do about 
the bank next to the Grange building and 
downstream from there. That is private prop- 
erty. On the property we do own, starting be- 
hind the Grange and going upstream to the 
edge of the Fire Dept., we will plant more this 
spring. 
Future Farmers of America 

We sponsored Miles Godsoe, a student 
from Goshen, to attend the national conven- 
tion of the Future Farmers of America (FFA) 
in Indianapolis. FFA supports sustainable 
agriculture and rural communities. Miles is 
part of the Newport High School team. They 
constructed a sugar house for their display 
booth, and provided lots of information about 
the maple sugar industry in New Hampshire. 
They won first prize for their booth. Wow! 
Imagine, competing against much larger 
teams from much more agricultural states. 
Miles ran the booth for much of the conven- 
tion so learned a lot about presentation and 
public outreach. That was evident when he 
attended our own meeting and described his 
experiences. Made us all proud. 


Join us 

Every year I hope for more folks to show 
up. We could use some hearty new recruits. 
This spring we plan to do a water-testing 
training session. Only two of us do the 
stream water testing. It only takes an hour 
twice a month, but both of us have busy lives.

In 2017 we lost two of our past members 
that passed away.

Goshen Rescue Personnel continue to be a 
big part of this organization. Besides the fire de- 
partments activities that they participate and 
train in, they also step up and do the extra Med- 
ical and EMS Trainings to keep, or get, EMT 
Medical Certifications. They maintain, inven- 
tory, and supply Goshen with the needed med- 
ical equipment for a medical call. We respect 
the extra trainings, meetings, and calls this 
group participates in, resulting in a few extra 
nights away from home each month. We are al- 
ways looking to add new members to our EMT 
staff so please feel free to contact the Chief for 
further information on joining and helping your 
neighbors. 

In 2017 Goshen Fire Department did our 
monthly in house trainings as well as several 
area trainings that included a MCI School Bus 
MVA with our Mutual Aid Partners and SG 
Reed Recovery. We also participated in our an- 
nual Mutual Aid water supply drill which this 
year was held in North Walpole. 


2018 Budget Request 

The Goshen Fire Department has contin- 
ued to hold our regular operating budgets 
within reason. The stipend pay program for our 
responders continues to show positive results. 


This is the 6th year of this program and has 
shown an increase of responders to the calls, 
meetings, trainings, and work details. Your 
support at town meeting is always appreciated. 
We also request your support of the line items 
for the capital reserve funds for the future pur- 
chases for the town. 

The Goshen Fire Services Association, PO 
Box 304, Goshen NH 03752 is our support or- 
ganization that puts on our annual Chicken Bar- 
becue. The association also usually buys an 
item, or two for the Fire, or Rescue Depart- 
ments that we do not have. If you want to do- 
nate to Goshen Fire please make your donations 
to Goshen Fire Services Association. Thank you 
to all that have donated to supporting this local 
organization. Also be advised our 2018 Fund 
Drive Mailer will be coming out in the mail soon 
and all funds received go directly to this organi- 
zation. In 2017 The association Donated 4 new 
Sawzall Saws to the Department. One for each 
truck. 


They are always looking for members for 
this association as it has a support role at major 
fire calls and events and has a meeting once a 
month. On behalf of the GVFD thank you all for 
your commitment. 


2017 Equipment Evaluation 

In 2017 we had our yearly maintenance 
done on all of our air packs. The air pack bottles 
will be coming up for replacement in 4 years. 
We also purchased and replaced 4 complete sets 
of outdated Personal Protective Fire Gear, 
bought new PPE hoods and some new gloves. 


2017 Truck / Equipment 

1989 Mack Engine / Tanker 1. This truck 
features a 1000 GPM Pump and a 1500 Gallon 
water tank. In 2017 Maintenance on this truck 
had increased do to age, hours, and over all reli- 
ability. Knowing that this will be our next truck 
to be replaced for the town, a truck committee 
was formed to investigate the replacement of 
this vehicle. It was found that the cost of 
$450,000 to purchase a new truck would be out 
of the question. 


Fortunately at the end of 2017 we were able 
to locate and purchase a fine used, new to 
Goshen, Pumper Tanker. This 1998 Pierce 
Saber Fire Truck will be a major upgrade com- 
pared to the 1989 Mack. This truck features a 
1250 GPM PUMP, Carries 1500 Gallons of 
water. It is built to the higher safety standards 
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that are common on today’s fire apparatus. It 
has a design very similar to our Engine 2. The 
Truck Has 18,000 Miles on it and 1500 hours. 
The funding came from the Capital Reserve 
Fund and budget. The quality of this truck does 
not become available very often so we immedi- 
ately pursued it. 

2008 E-One Pumper Engine 2 is our front- 
line fire attack piece of equipment. This Truck 
Features A 1250 GPM Pump and a 1000 Gallon 
water tank. This truck experienced no major is- 
sues in 2016 and is still operating at top notch. 


Goshen’s Rescue 1, 1991 Ford F-550 is op- 
erating very well and is being used on most 


calls. It responds to rescue and medical calls, 
car accidents, and building fires. The Generator 
and Light Tower on this truck have been very 
useful at night time incidents providing a safer 
work scene. 

Goshen’s Forestry 1 is a 1990 Ford F 450 
AWD MINI PUMPER. This truck has re- 
sponded and performed very well. 

Goshen’s Forestry 2, 1968 Ford F250 4x4 


was moved to reserve status.

The annual spring Warden/Deputy Warden Trainings were held at Wilmot and Lempster Fire 
Stations this year. The Goshen Fire Department, continues to host the July Dinner and Meeting of 
the Grafton Sullivan Forest Fire Wardens Association. Special thanks go out to the many volunteers 
of the Goshen Fire Services Association for their assistance at this event. 


Annually we issue around 200 fire permits in the Town of Goshen. We thank you for extending 
your courtesy to our families and to call ahead of time for your fire permits. 


2017 turned out to be a very subtle year for incidents in Goshen. We responded to fire com- 
plaints that were permitted burns. We also responded Mutual Aid to Newport for a large brush fire 
off Oak Street & to respond to a second fire along the recreational trail near Oak Street that was con- 
tained quickly. 

The equipment is working properly and we were able to purchase a new Chainsaw and two leaf 
blowers for fire line construction. 


Another type of incident that can cause us problems are illegal campfires out in the area of class 
six roads. Often these fires are not extinguished prior to the people leaving. This puts Goshen in a po- 
tential danger for a large forest fire. So if you see something please call 911 and have us come out and 
inspect, and put the fire out. Please extinguish your fires with water do not bury them to put them 
out. When you bury them, they usually flare back up after you leave them. 


I do like to remind you that you are responsible for any fire that you light. Per NH State laws you 
could be held financially responsible for any cost to extinguish, any damage associated with a fire 
that gets away from you, or caused by you. 

NHDES also reminds you that it is illegal to burn any trash, plastics, painted wood, plywood, 
furniture, or demolition debris. None of the listed items should ever be burnt in a brush pile, a wood- 
stove, or an outside furnace. It is best to dispose of them at the transfer station. This keeps the car- 
cinogens and dioxins pollutants out of the air and water.

William Shakespeare 


he Goshen Historical Society will soon complete archival storage of its collection 

with a current count of 1,408 items in 92 boxes. Most of the collection is housed in two 

fireproof cabinets in the town office, but some overflow is currently in the Grange Hall 
waiting for storage room there. A database and printout of the collection is available at the Olive

This year the Historical Society placed twelve documents of local interest, by local authors, 
with the Olive G. Pettis Library for easy access. Their topics cover snow removal, electrification, 
cellar holes, Civilian Conservation Camp, painted theater curtains, Goshen’s disasters and 
tragedies, and Capt. William Collins Meserve. 

A large collection of archived Town Inventories stored in the town office await research. 
Perhaps a Goshen high school student looking for a senior project, or a resident, would be inter- 
ested in such a pursuit. Inked in careful script, these inventories which date from 1792 provide a 
record of town officers and budgets, population trends, the sheep boom, westward migration, 
the local economy, the transition from farms to mills and many other subjects of interest. In the 
past, intimate details of what a family owned and how much they owned was carefully tallied 
along with a list of family members and farm animals. The inventories are available in digitized 
form for easy access. 

In 2001 Sunapee Mt. Grange #144 deeded its building to the town of Goshen. It is fortunate 
that historic Grange furniture, books and memorabilia as well as painted theater curtains were 
gifted with the deed. The upper floor, once a church, then a Grange Hall, will in the future serve 
as a town function room and as a home for the historical society.

m@ husband Arne moved to Goshen where she became involved in the Goshen 
Community Church and the Lempster Community School. In 1996 Ethel was 
appointed as librarian by the seated board of Library Trustees and held the position 

_ until September 2007. She is remembered by many residents for her avid support of 
the Library, and her enthusiastic participation in town events. In 2004 she was 
awarded the Andrus Award for Volunteerism. After moving first to Keene, in 2010, 
and her to Sune in 2016 she continued volunteering in local schools and with her local church. 





Lilyan B. Wright : May 11, 1920 — November 14, 2017 


A graduate of Temple University and a career educator, Dr. Lilyan Boyd Wright 
served as Dean of the School of Physical Education at Trenton Sate College, 
presently known as The College of New Jersey (TCNJ) where she co-founded the 
Women’s Athletic Department, was its first Director, coached basketball, field 
hockey, lacrosse, tennis and track and was ultimately named Professor Emeritus. 
An outstanding all-around athlete, student and educator, Lilyan played on 11 varsity 
teams while at Temple (basketball, field hockey and tennis) and was captain of the 
Temple basketball team in 1942. She was named Woman of the Year in ‘42 and 
received the University Award for ‘exemplary character, scholarship and athletics’. 
A lifelong champion of equality in education, sports and life, Lilyan was a vocal spokeswoman for and was 
instrumental in drafting the policies which eventually became Title IX — guaranteeing equal opportunity for 
woman in scholastic sports. Dr. Wright was inducted into the Hall of Fame at both Temple University and 
TCNJ, is listed in Who’s Who of American Women and most recently, at the still active age of 95, she was 
honored by the Newport Area of Chamber of Commerce in 2016 as its “Distinguished Citizen of the Year”. 





Lilyan and her husband Richard ‘Dick’ moved to Goshen in 1992 and soon became active in the 
community. Lilyan was elected to the board of Library Trustees in 1993. In 1999 she was elected by the 
Trustees as their chairman and held that position until 2009 when she “retired” as an active Trustee. She 
maintained a seat on the board as an alternate-trustee until 2016. 


For 23 years Lilyan participated in conferences for the New Hampshire Library Trustees and acted as 
mentor to incoming Trustees and to this Librarian. A staunch believer in continuing education for adults 
and seniors, she advocated for library outreach programming for that age-group. But she never ceased to 
work for childhood enrichment as well. We will always remember Lil hiding colorful Easter eggs (one year 
in the snow) at the crack of dawn; supervising physical activities built around the story-book of the season 
and building fairy-tale scarecrows with the children each October. 


Lilyan believed ardently that a library is the educational core and unifying spirit of amy community. “Even 
without a community school, a library provides access to information for learning, entertainment and 
personal growth for all ages within a community — and it’s practically free!” - Lilyan B. Wright, 2016. 


The Librarian, Library Trustees, Friends of the Library and our patrons will strive to be energetic advocates 
of the Library as were these two strong women. It was their love of the Library which brought us, and many 
before us, into its orbit. We are committed to the continued growth of Goshen’s ‘educational core and 
unifying spirit’ - the Olive G. Pettis Memorial Library.

Trustees for the Olive G. Pettis Li- 
brary (OGPL) work to expand and improve 
library offerings in response to the requests 
and interests of our patrons. 

We strive to provide taxpayers a signifi- 
cant value within our given budget. As advo- 
cates for the OGPL, we endeavor to ensure 
the maintenance and safety of the building 
and promote the library as a community asset 
— both for our current residents and for po- 
tential home-buyers moving into Goshen. 


A top priority is to provide the materials, 
services and programming that our patrons 
want and need. 


Together with the librarian, we have 
worked to offer: access to computers and 
wireless service; copy/printer/scanner serv- 
ice; digitally downloadable and audio books; 
DVDs, CDs, books and magazines. A fax ma- 
chine will soon be available. 


Assistance and training with research, 
writing job resumes, and accessing items 
through the state-wide inter-library loan 
partnership are services that are provided on 
an ongoing basis. 

Through the programming that we offer, 
from NH Humanities presentations; STEAM 
(Science, Technology, English, Arts and 
Math) projects for students after school; pre- 
school story time and two monthly adult book 
discussion groups; to DIY classes, it is our 
goal to inform, entertain and enrich the lives 
of those who attend. 

These offerings consume about $9,000, 
or 25% of our yearly operating budget. Addi- 
tionally, the library offers a variety of donated 
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non-traditional items for loan, including two 
Kindle Reader tablets, star-gazing telescopes, 
guitars, an electric keyboard, board games 
and puzzles. 


Another chief responsibility is to protect 
and maintain the physical library building. 
Approximately 15% ($5500) of our budget is 
used to insure, provide utilities, maintain, 
and care for the interior of the building. 


We have conducted in-depth research 
through two outside energy audits to deter- 
mine the long-term needs of the building. 
One of these audits was provided to us at a 
50% discount and the other was completely 
funded by Eversource. Together with the 
audit that was done by the town in 2011, we 
feel that we have a clearer guideline of the 
needs the building for the future. 


With the vision and leadership of our 
librarian, we all pull together to continue to 
provide this range of materials and services. 
We are pleased and proud that our small- 
town library offers so much for our residents! 


We invite you to join us at a monthly 
meeting, stop by during regular hours, or 
attend one of our events. Come and see the 
improvements we've achieved over the last 
ten years and see what your library has to 
offer you!

Planning Board 


Meetings/Scheduling 


he Planning Board meets the first 

and third Thursday of each month. In 

months where a meeting may have 
been canceled, cancellations are first dis- 
cussed and voted upon by the Planning Board 
before the actual cancelation and noted in the 
minutes; minutes are posted on the Goshen 
town website, in the Post Office and the Town 
Hall. } 


Membership 

In 2017, Doug O’Clair was appointed by the 
board of Selectmen as the liaison to the Plan- 
ning Board for the 2017 year. The board voted 
in Alicea Bursey as the Chair and Bruce Nadeau 
as the Vice-Chair. 


Activities 

During the past year the board reviewed 
and approved one annex and one lot line adjust- 
ment. Additionally, the board corrected a 1999 
recording issue for one voluntary merger. 


The Planning Board is responsible for the 
reviewing and updating of town regulations; 
during the last year the board reviewed and 
proposed changes on Accessory Dwelling Units 
and the Recreation District within the Zoning 
and Building Ordinances. The proposed 
changes to the Accessory Dwelling Unit ordi- 
nances are to bring Goshen’s ordinances in line 
with those of a new state RSA that came into ef- 
fect last year. The proposed changes of the 
Recreation District are to provide the town with 
more oversight of growth in this district. Both 
sets of changes went before a public meeting in 
November and passed; the town will vote on the 
changes in March 2018. 


The board also reviewed (within the Zoning 
and Building Ordinances) setback require- 
ments, the signage regulations, and the Excava- 
tion Regulations. Proposed changes to the 
setback and signage regulations will be forth 
coming in 2018; the excavation regulations are 
still undergoing review. No other changes to the 
Zoning and Building Ordinances were discussed 
during this review. 

In a follow up to last year’s and this year’s 
concerns over hours of operations for the New- 
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port Sand and Gravel - Anderson Pit, the board 
addressed the issue of a warm up period. It had 
always been the intention of the board to allow 
a warm up period from 6:45am — 7am as it al- 
lows with the Davis Pit. Specific wording ad- 
dressing this allowance was mistakenly omitted 
from the permit. After discussions with the 
board, Newport Sand and Gravel ceased usage 
of the warm up period until the board was able 
to address the error. 


A second complaint was received this year 
in addition to the hours of operation regarding 
the Newport Sand and Gravel — Anderson Pit. 
Concerns over operations occurring on Colum- 
bus Day were reported to the Planning Board. 
Per the Excavation Regulations, operations 
should not occur on state and federal holidays 
however, confusion occurred when it was noted 
that the state offices are open for business on 
this holiday. Upon receiving the complaint, the 
Planning Board contacted Newport Sand and 
Gravel who immediately ceased operations and 
extended their apologies for the misunder- 
standing. A follow up meeting with the Board 
of Selectmen resulted in no fines for the error. 

The annual inspection of the pits (Ander- 
son and Davis) was carried out in the fall and no 
issues were identified. Reclamation is ongoing 
at both sites. Additionally, Newport Sand and 
Gravel — Anderson Pit (phase two) applied for 
and received their renewal permit. 


The board received a complaint regarding 
the 3D Archery Course at Mount Sunapee. Ini- 
tially the board voted that no permit was re- 
quired for the work that was performed (setting 
up the archery course) however the concerned 
group revisited the board with additional infor- 
mation and asked the board to inspect the area 
in the spring. The concerned group will follow 
up with the board in the spring to discuss in- 
specting the area and discussing concerns with 
Mount Sunapee. 

In the fall the board was approached to dis- 
cuss a potential subdivision; at this time, no 
plans or applications have been submitted to 
the board.

Police Department 


his year was a challenging year 

for the department because of high 

call volume and a high number of 
arrests. Our resources were put to the test as 
the calls for service continued to rise. We 
responded to or handled 223 more calls for 
service in 2017 than in 2016. The number of 
arrests was much higher in 2017 as well end- 
ing the year at 71. From the time of arrest to 
the completion of the paperwork necessary to 
document the incident, and dealing with 
court as well as the attorneys, it can take over 
eight hours to complete one case. 

I would like to thank the Goshen Board 
of Selectman for their determined work on 
the new Town Ordinances concerning Gunni- 
son Lake, Parking, and Animal Control. Deal- 
ing with these issues has taken a great deal of 
time and manpower from the department. 
Many of our arrests involve people coming to 
or from Gunnison Lake. Once again, in 2017 
we handled many violations at or around 
Gunnison Lake. The violations ranged from 
drug/alcohol violations to assaults, animal 
complaints, and reckless driving in the park- 
ing lot. With the new ordinances in place, I 
believe this will help reduce some of the calls 
for service and help make the Gunnison Lake 
area a Safer place for families to enjoy in the 
summer of 2018. 





The Goshen Police Department 
would like to ask the public and its 
citizens to have a mindset of “if you 
see something, say something.” 


Our residents are our best assets while 
traveling our roads every day. The keen eyes 
of residents help to solve many crimes when 
reporting a suspicious vehicle or reporting 
when something just seems out of place at a 
neighbor’s residence. Often people feel that it 
is a bother to call the police or that they will 
be intruding on a neighbor’s business. How- 
ever, more often than not, what doesn’t seem 
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right to you probably is not. We are happy to 
take anonymous tips at any time. What 
would be most helpful to the police depart- 
ment is any description you can write down at 
the time you see something. For example 
plate numbers on a vehicle as well as a de- 
scription of a vehicle and its occupants is 
great information. This type of information 
has assisted in solving Felony-level Burglaries 
in town because a resident observed some- 
thing that just did not look right and provided 
it to Officer Lamson. This ultimately led his 
investigation into solving multiple Burglaries. 


The Goshen Police Department and its 
officers continue to provide as many patrol 
shifts and on-call coverage as we can while 
doing our best to keep our budget as low as 
possible. We are excited to add Officers 
Batista and Cushing to our force. Both of our 
new Officers will serve us in a part-time 
capacity while Officer Lamson and I will 
continue to be your primary part-time 
officers. 

I end this year again with sincere grati- 
tude to the Board of Selectman, Fire Depart- 
ment, and Highway Department. Without 
their continued support and assistance, we 
would not be as successful as we are. It is very 
unique to find a town that has all depart- 
ments working so well together. 


I want to give special thanks to the offi- 
cers of the Goshen Police Department. With- 
out the team that we have, this agency would 
not be as effective as it is. It is a changing 
world for Law Enforcement and finding an 
officer to work full time is cost prohibitive to 
our town because of the associated costs of 
retirement, vacation, and benefits. To find 
officers to work part-time that have over 15- 
20 years of experience and stay as dedicated 
as they have is almost impossible and of great 
benefit to the town. I am very proud to work 
with these men and provide the best service 
we can to the citizens of Goshen.
